It looks as though there defi- 
nitely will be a contested select- 
men race in 1997. People just 
don’t know yet which race will 
be contested. 

Because Barry Finegold 
resigned his selectman position 
after he was elected state repre- 
sentative in November, there 
will be two separate 1997 select- 
men’s races. 

The winner of one race will 
fulfill the final year of Mr. Fine- 
gold’s unfinished term. In the 
other selectmen race, the two top 
vote getters will acquire the 
seats currently held by Larry 
Larseh and Jim Barenboim. Mr. 
Barenboim said he will not seek 
re-election. 


Four residents have said they 
will run for selectman, meaning 
that unless someone else chooses 
to run, only one of the two select- 
men races will be contested. 

As expected, incumbent Larry 
Larsen and new-comers James 
Fox, Susan Jenkins and Brian 
Major have

adult Youth Council member, 
both said they will run for the 
two three-year terms. Mr. Fox 
said he will pursue the one-year 
seat. However, Ms. Jenkins has 
not decided in which race she 
will participate. 

She said she will decide, 
“probably in a couple of weeks 
but at this point I have a cam- 
paign committee gearing up and 


we’re looking forward to running 
the campaign.” 

Ms. Jenkins, a former School 
Committee member, former 
League of Women’s Voters presi- 
dent and current School Building 
Committee member, gave some 
indication of her thinking, say- 
ing, “I’m leaning toward the 
three-year seat. I think the Board 
of Selectmen needs a wider rep- 
resentation of the town.” 


To appear on the ballot, candi- 
dates must return election 
papers with the required number 
of certified signatures to the 
town clerk’s office by Feb. 4, 1997. 
Andover will hold the town elec- 
tion Monday, March 24, 1997, 
with all voting in Andover High 
School’s gymnasium areas. 

Mr. Fox said he planned to 
return his election papers this 
week. 

“I took out papers and I got 
three sheets of (residents’ signa- 
tures) all done on recycling day,” 
said Mr. Fox. “I’m going for the 
one-year term.” 


Mr. Fox indicated holding a 
one-year position would give him 
a chance to show what he offers 
and then leave him free to pur- 
sue other options. 


“T could run for another three- 
year term or see how it fits in,” 
he said. “I can go from there and 
if | have any other aspirations...” 


Mr. Fox, who lost to Mr. Fine- 
gold in the race for Gary Coon’s 
state representative seat, then 
said he doesn’t believe in leaving 
an elected position before the 
term has expired. 

“T would not leave the town 
hanging,” he said. 

Asked if he would run against 
Mr. Finegold again, Mr. Fox 
answered, “If I could talk my 
wife into it. Obviously (the race) 
was so close it would be interest- 
ing to try again.” 

Mr. Fox lost to Mr. Finegold 
by 12 votes in Andover and by 
about 640 throughout the 17th 
Essex District. 


Masters swimmer dies after

Museum offers class 
in woodworking 


Traditional woodworking is taught 
in a replica 19th century shop set up in 
the Barn Museum at the Andover His- 
torical Society, 97 Main St. The next 
course begins Jan. 4 at 10 a.m. for four 
consecutive Saturdays during the 
month at a cost of $70 for members ($80 
for non-members). More than 400 
antique tools and a 100-volume library 
are available for use in the course. 
Individual instruction is given in very 
small classes tailored to novice and 
advanced cabinetmaker alike. Each 
session will be three hours. 

The course covers tool sharpening 
and reconditioning, marking and lay- 
out, traditional joinery, modern appli- 
cations. Taking the course helps to 
develop a deeper appreciation for your 
antique furniture by using the kind of 
tools that built them; to enable you to 
build your own wooden box drawer or 
other appropriate and useful object or 
furniture piece. 

The use of the 19th century hand- 
and foot-powered tools add to the plea- 
sure of the program. Students are 
encouraged to bring their own tools 
and work for discussion. The instruc- 
tor is John Ross, a North Bennett 
Street graduate, master craftsman and 
teacher of more than 20 years. His 
assistant is Wes Grace .

appealing to the eye and the ear. Making use 
ot traditional American poetry forms, he 
employs meter, rhythm and rhyme. From 
the title poem, heralding the arrival of 
spring, the collection moves on to light verse 
in “The Worth Of A Phantom Witness” and 
“Country Tort,” to more serious concerns in 
“Copley Square Winter,” “Ending Harass- 
ment” and “Cocaine,” with a variety of 
works in between. 

For an unusual treat, there is a special 
section of nine baseball poems. Starting 
with “Spring Training” and taking us 
through the season with such works as 
“Pitchers’ Due!” “In The Minors” and 
“Building Year,” Mr. Downes wraps things 
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up with seven stanzas entitled 
“Future Prospects,” in which 
baseball fans and critics alike 
find themselves nodding in 
agreement with his witty com- 
mentary on professional base- 
ball’s uncertain future. 

These are poems that appeal 
even to people who don’t ordi- 
narily think of themselves as 
poetry fans, according to a fan. 
Some are attracted to the book as 
a gift for friends and relatives 
(including, in a surprising num- 
ber of cases, for teen-aged base- 
ball fans); others treat them- 
selves to this easy collection. In 
paperback, the artwork is by 
Mary Erin Cullen of Lowell.

Proposals for sew- 
er extensions in 
those areas were 
withdrawn from the 
Special Town Meet- 
ing warrant in Octo- 
ber, but requests 
from town health 
officials and resi- 
dents for sewer ser- 
vice in the Sunset 
Rock Road area and 
other parts of South 
Andover have been 
on the increase, par- 
tially due to a rising 
water table in that 
section of town. Con- 
cerns about the 
state’s Title Five Sep- 
tic regulations have 
also spurred these 
sewer service 
requests.

New senior center 
At least two select- 
men, including Lar-

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Pushing for a new senior center; 
Two selectmen want it on the warrant

A pair of selectmen gave proponents of a 
new senior center a Christmas present 
recently. The only downside for seniors is 
the package reads, “Do not open ’til Town 
Meeting.” 

Larry Larsen, who is facing re-election in 
1997, and Bill Downs, who won't face re-elec- 
tion until 1999, both want to place $500,000 for 
a new senior center on the April Town Meet- 
ing warrant. 

“Before any other priorities —- and that 
includes the schools — I want the senior citi- 
zens taken care of. Period,” said Dr. Larsen, 
Monday. 


Although selectmen have talked about 
supporting the seniors in the past, the real 
opportunity for financial support shocked 
even people closely involved with the cur- 
rent senior center. 

“They took me by surprise. It was a won- 
derful Christmas present,” said Jeanne Mad- 
den, Council on Aging director. “Bill Downs 
said it was about time that something hap- 
pened that people had been disappointed and 
had been waiting a long time.” 


Dr. Larsen agreed, and lauded Ms. Mad- 
den and Martin Epstein, Council on Aging 
president, for their leadership. 

“Two of us, namely Bill Downs and 
myself, both feel that we want to put some 
money into the C(apital) I(mprovent) 
P(rogram) and into the warrant for” a new 
senior center, said Dr. Larsen. “I think we’ve 
been here before, but the difference is the 
Council on Aging is focused and the Friends 
group is focused, so they’re ready to move. 


“I think it’s unusual that Bill Downs and I, 
first of all, can agree on anything, and, 
second of all, that we’re going to work to see 
that this comes to pass,” said Dr. Larsen. 

Dr. Larsen said he was not sure whether 
the warrant article would earmark the 
$500,000 for land acquisition, for senior cen- 
ter construction or for both. 

“’m not sure how it will be written. My 
thinking is it would be more for the purpose 
of land, to get them situated,” he said. 

“To me, this means commitment fron: the 
town, that the selectmen really understand 
and support the senior center,” said Ms. 
Madden.

impacts a student’s achievement. 
Phillips says it hopes the center will 
help find “the distinctive forms of sup- 
port boys and girls require in order to 
realize their full potential.” 

Many of the issues will not have 
simple answers. Ms. Moore said some 
gender stereotypes are “so ingrained 
that we practice them without know- 
ing it.” 

It may be some sort of ingrained 
stereotype that is causing fewer girls to 
be enrolled in upper level science 
courses, even though girls in other lev- 
els are doing well, suggested Ms. 
Moore. 

“It’s nothing intentional, particular- 
ly at a place like Phillips where we 
pride ourselves in quality and equal 
education,” said Ms. Moore. “At the 
same time, those patterns are being 
perpetuated.” 

As a result, teachers are beginning 
to ask themselves “What are we unwit- 
tingly doing?” 

Phillips instructors using the Brace 
Center will also ask questions such as 
how do girls and boys look at failure 
and they will study whether teachers 
react differently to a boy’s failure than 
to a girl’s. 

In total, the Brace Center has named 
13 members of its faculty “Brace Facul- 
ty Fellows,” said Ms. Moore. These fel- 
lows will develop gender-issue 
research projects in their field of 
expertise. 

“T think the center is an invitation 
to explore the questions” surrounding 
gender-related issues, said Ms. Moore. 
“What we’re really doing is providing 
opportunities (for faculty and students) 
to really ask questions we don’t have 
the chance to ask.” 

The Brace Center is located in reno- 
vated Abbot Hall and was made possi- 
ble by a gift from Donna Brace Ogilvie, 
1930 Abbot alumna.

I don’t know if I’ll be able to 
explain it to you clearly, but I’ve 
wanted to write about forgiveness for 
a while. I’ve learned a great deal 
about forgiveness in the last two 
years, and I’m ae 
still learning. I 
keep forgetting 
too, so this: may 
help me remem- 
ber. Also, it’s the 
time of year that 
we’re more able 
to forgive some- 
one. 

Some of for- 
giveness is about 
love, and for reasons I don’t entirely 
understand, people are embarrassed 
to talk about love too much. A little, 
OK, maybe... But don’t talk too much 
about love. I guess that has to do with 
expectations and vulnerability. 

I’ll tell you a story. It’s true. And 
the man will probably know it’s 
about him. Not long ago a reader of 
the Townsman asked me why I did a 
certain thing in the newspaper the 
way I did. I told him why, but he 
didn’t like what I’d done. I thought 
we were doing well with our dis- 
agreement, but apparently that was 
not so. Maybe I became defensive. I 
tried not to, but sometimes I get 
defensive if I can’t get my point 


across. 

Anyway, this man at one point 
just walked away from me in the 
middle of a conversation, so offended 
he seemed to be by what we had done 
in the newspaper. He’s somebody I 
see fairly often, so it became awk- 
ward. He cancelled his subscription, 
too. 

I tried to take it in stride, but I 
thought he was overreacting. I tried 
not to notice, but I guess I was a little 
angry, too. But I put it on the back 
burner. 

Well let me tell you about what 
festers on those back burners where 
we sometimes stick the unfinished 
stuff of life: The pot tends to boil, and 
if it’s boiling long enough, it may run 
over. It may run over into other parts 
of your life. In fact, it may impede 
healing, loving, living. 

Before this man who cancelled his 
subscription came into my life, I’d 
been through an incredible experi- 
ence in my life of forgiving my moth- 
er. I wrote about it here, but I'll tell it 
once more. When I was being treated 
for breast cancer and was having 
trouble sleeping and settling down, 
I'd put myself to sleep by meditating 
to a tape of ocean music. I’d walk on 
the beach with Jesus, my husband, 
my children, my surgeon, my oncolo- 
gist, my priest from church, and, of 
course, Golden retriever dogs. One 


evening, on the suggestion of my 
priest, Jim Diamond at Christ 
Church, I added Jesus’ mother, 
Mary, to my meditation. I’d just 
imagine all this happening, and then 
it would take off on its own, like I 
was really there. It was very comfort- 
ing. (Try it. Just fake it until it 
works, because it will work if you 
just do it.) I climbed up into Mary’s 
lap and was enjoying her comfort, 
when I felt someone else climbing 
into her lap, almost pushing me out 
of her lap, is how I remember it. 

It was my mother! Right then and 
there I realized my mother hadn’t 
been’ filled up with love as a child, 
and I forgave her for her shortcom- 
ings. It was a healing moment. I will 
never forget it. 

Back to the man with whom I pret- 
ty much was not speaking who can- 
celled his subscription. Something 
terrible happened in his life. I won’t 
tell you what it was but it doesn’t 
matter for the story. My heart imme- 
diately went out to him. I felt terri- 
ble. I realized he and I were stuck in 
a stupid, useless place. I wrote him a 
letter, simply saying I was sorry 
about what had happened in his life. 
I didn’t say anything about our 
Townsman debate. The next time I 
saw him he smiled and thanked me. I
